Think what 
might have happened. You might have 
been able to have saved a life if you 
had not run away. You lost your nerve 
for a time; but you had time to have 
got it back.” 

CARELESS IN DRIVING 

"You were the same as the others," 
said the Judge, "thoughtless and care¬ 
less while driving a motor car."

The Supreme Court yesterday made 
a deportation ruling bearing on the 
five-year residence law. The court held 
that aliens shall be considered under 
the Immigration Act as “arriving'’ at 
the time they take up their regular 
residence ashore and that the five- 
year period wherein they may be de¬ 
ported does not run If. upon their 
taking up residence here, they spend 
substantially all their time upon 
ships at sea.

►THE TERMS AND SPIRlf OF THE 
A jesblution adopted by the directors of tbe Vic¬ 
toria Chamber of Commerce regarding the Campbell 
River watershed indicate that this body realizes that 
tbe important resource under consideration concerns 
Vancouver Island as a whole, and is not, as the 
lesolution passed by the City Council rather ineptly 
*nd inaccurately implies, chiefly a Victoria matter. 

The Campbell River Falls axe 165 miles front 
Victoria. They are within a relatively short distance 
ftf a very promising section of the Island, in an 
Industrial sense, a section generously endowed with 
natural resources. There is no question that before 
long large industries will be operating in that region, 
many millions of dollars will be invested and im¬ 
portant communities will arise there. In that develop¬ 
ment the Campbell River power should become an 
important factor: otherwise the power might as well 
remain as it is for many years.

A NEW ANGLE OF PROSPERITY 
'HE WAY A THING LOOKS TO YOU

* depends largely on the angle from which you 
look at it. If we could get a different viewpoint on 
certain familiar things we would hardly recognize 
them. For instance, the Welfare Council of New 
York City, in a report just issued, points out that the 
•umber of jobless "down-anc!-outers” given free 
shelter by the municipal lodging house has been rising 
steadily during the last few years of American “pros- 
perity, and is now higher than at any time since the 
hard Winter of 1915-16, 

In 1920, for example, the average daily registra¬ 
tion at the lodging house was sixty-nine. In 1921 
it rose to 251, by 1927 it had gone up to 375, last 
year it stood at 434. and during the first three months 
of this year it has been 672, All of which suggests 
that this present era of mass production, stock ex¬ 
change flurries and high profits may look somewhat 
different if viewed from the angle of New York's 
free lodging house. 

The report does not try to fix a reason for the 
great increase in the number of applicants for free 
lodgings. It points out that there are a good many 
possible explanations. The number of cheap com¬ 
mercial lodging houses may have decreased, the in¬ 
crease in automobiles may have made it easier for 
job seekers to go to New York, and social agencies 
may send more applicants to the municipal institution 
than formerly. But it adds: 

‘There remains the economic theory that fewer 
and fewer men are required in~manufacturing, owing 
to the great increase in industrial efficiency, and 
more and more men become destitute in the process of 
readjustment before they can be absorbed into other 
occupations.” 

To those who have jobs, comfortable homes and 
money in the bank, the present outlook is quite dif¬ 
ferent. They can buy most of the things they want 
—in reason. Prosperity is so all-pervading that some 
”el rich even if they are not. But whenever you 
begin to feel too optimistic about it, remember that 
it would look considerably different if viewed with 
the eyes of the man without a job. 

A NOVEL COURSE 

THE UNIVERSITY OF SOUTHERN 

x California this Summer intends to try an experi¬ 
ment with a special course in public service for the 
benefit of those who desire to enter city, state or 
county office. The course will undertake to show 
the duties, powers and responsibilities of public offi¬ 
cials, and is designed to put more efficiency into the 
work rendered by the holders of public office. 

This obviously is a step in the right direction, 
says one United States commentator, since "Heaven 
knows there is hardly a municipal, county or state 
government in the country that could not stand more 
efficiency and snap.” But unfortunately, we read, 
“the road is a long one. So long as the majority of 
politicians look on public office as an opportunity 
for personal gain or personal aggrandizement, instead 
of an opportunity for public service, efficiency in 
government will continue to be a rare quality." 

It is all very well to malign the politician. Some 
there obviously are, in this and other countries, who 
enter public life for all they can get out of it. But 
the great majority seek public office from a sense of 
duty and not with the hope of personal gain. In 
most cases they not only get nothing of material bene¬ 
fit out of it. but very often become targets for the 
spleen to those who see something sinister in practi¬ 
cally everything. 

It would be interesting if some political historian 
Would produce a list of public men who virtually hur¬ 
ried themselves into the grave by their labors in behalf 
of their countries. It would form an imposing monu¬ 
ment to unselfish service. It would constitute a lasting 
rebuke to the cynic who uses tbe word “politician" as 
if he were talking of the plague.

Ottawa, May 14.—A brief statement 
With respect to the powers of the 
Federal Government to ameliorate ex¬ 
change rates by exportation of gold, 
was made by Hon. J. A. Robb. Min¬ 
ister of Finance, In the House of Com¬ 
mons yesterday. The Government had 
not parliamentary authority to deal 
In the buying and selling of gold for 
commercial purposes, sal£ Mr. Robb. 

"If commercial business transacted 
by the people through the banks re¬ 
quires a shipment of gold. It becomes 
the duty of the banks to export or 
Import gold to meet such require¬ 
ments as their business transactions 
with the public demand,” he said. 

The banks, he proceeded, were free 
to export their gold holdings without 
reference to the Federal Treasury, to¬ 
gether with as much gold as they were 
able to obtain from the Treasury by 
taking out of circulation and handing 
back tq the Treasury Dominion notes 
previously obtained by them on de¬ 
posit of gold. 

Mr. Robb pointed out that Canada 
had large commitments from time to 
time In New York and London. Eng. 

"When exchange Is against Canada 
to an extent over and above the cost 
of shipping gold. If our supply of 
this free gold permits, shipment will 
take place, but such shipments, being 
for Government account, are not for 
sale In New York and have no effect: 
on exchange rates other than perhaps | 
what might be described as a slight 
sentimental effects.”

According to your feeding 
leaflet he should now be getting egg 
yolk and vegetable soup in his diet. 
We Ilya in the country, where It is now 
Impossible to get a selection of vege¬ 
tables until we have garden “truck.” 
8hould I start soup when I can't give 
It every day? 

“Shall I add the egg yolk to his for¬ 
mula when he can't have the soup? 

"When can I stop cod liver oil? He 
ralsees his head and makes an effort ta 
sit up and can sit in my lap, but not 
alone. When can he sleep without a 
shirt? Can he Bleep in a light weight 
flannel nightie all Summer? 

“I can't praise you enough for your 
wonderful work. I love to read about 
other mothers and their babies. My 
baby has not been sick a day and I am 
sure It Is because of your column, for 
If I had listened to the neighbors and 
his grandmother he would have been 
taking wbole milk at three months and 
now be eating mashed potatoes and 
gravy."

It would open manv mothers’ eyes to 
go to a grocery and look over the foods 
she can now buy In cans. Mixed vege¬ 
tables for soup. 81eved vegetables and 
vegetable soups made Just for babies 


and without seasonings. No one needs 
to be dependent these modern days on 
what can be grown in one's own gar¬ 
den. and life Is made most awfully easy 
for the mother who can have enough 
strained vegetables for one day for 
baby without doing anything more la¬ 
borious than lift a lid. Ask your grocer 
or perhaps your doctor where such 
foods can be bought In your town, and 
begin the vegetable soup with the as¬ 
surance that you can keep it up every 
day. Modern canning methods are so 
excellent that the child gets the same 
values from canned vegetables (In 
some cases more) than when his 
mother prepares them In her own kit¬ 
chen. 

The egg yolk can be added to the diet 
In several ways. It Is necessary for Its 
Iron and vitamin content and with 
these additions to the diet and the 
abundance of sunlight we now have, 
cod liver oil can be atppped. 

Only the yolk is offered at first be¬ 
cause some babies are peculiarly sensi¬ 
tive to egg white. It may be coddled. | 
or boiled three minutes, the yolk and' 
white separated and one spoonful ol i 
the yolk fed to baby. The egg may be 
hard-boiled and yolk pulverized and| 
added to baby’s other food. The raw, 1 
strained yolks In spoonful amounts! 
may be added to the milk formula. 

Use the part wool band, diaper and 
nightie now without a shirt at night.

Ottawa, May 14.—Thirty thou¬ 
sand Canadians, who migrated to 
the United States, have decided 
within the last twelve months 
that there’s no place like home. 

In addition 30,000 American citi¬ 
zens decided to come north and 
settle permanently In Canada. Al¬ 
together 167,723 Immigrants en¬ 
tered the Dominion through ocean 
ports and over the International 
boundary, and 33,798 former Ca¬ 
nadians returned to Canada. 

The last figure Includes 2,795 British 
subjects with Canadian domicile and 
995 naturalized Canadians. 

The British Immigrants numbered 
58.880 but this included the 8.448 
British miners. Out of this number 
6.445 also decided there was no place 
like home and went back to Great 
Britain. Apart from these the total 
Immigration was 161,227; as compared 
with 151,597 the previous year. 

The preponderance of selected Im¬ 
migration Is being maintained. In 
addition to the 58.880 British, there 
were 29.579 from the preferred coun¬ 
tries of northern Europe. In detail 
there were: English. 30.355: Scotch, 
16,137: Irish. 9.199; Welsh, 3,189. From 
the continent there were: German. 
12.806; French. 745; Belgian. 1.222; 
Dutch. 1.539; Finnish, 3.651; Icelandic, 
24; Norwegian. 2.434; Swedish. 3.297; 
Swiss, 490; United States, 30,560. 

Of other peoples, the Ruthcnlans 
came In greatest number, there being 
15,571. Polish came next with 8.269; 
Magyar. 6,242; Jewish, 3,301; Lithu¬ 
anian, 1 , 608 . 

Farmers still hea^ the list so far 
as occupation Is concerned. There 
were 73.028 farmers, with 6.109 women 
and 14.067 children. There were 16 .- 
241 domestics. Mechanics totaled 
7.969, with 2,029 women and 1,350 
children. 

Ontario, as usual, got the great¬ 
est number of Immigrants, with 47.- 
656, Including 35,192 from overseas 
and 12,464 from below the border. 
Manitoba had the biggest numerical 
total with 57,651, but Manitoba 
figures always Include a great many 
immigrants who go on to the other 
provinces.

CUT IS TWO CENTS 

Ottawa. May 14.—Canadian railways 
have agreed on a lower tariff on 
wheat to meet the reduction an¬ 
nounced by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission of the United States. In 
Canada the reduction applies to wheat 
cargoes between Georgian Bay ports 
nnd Montreal or Quebec, and the re¬ 
duction Is two cents a bushel. In the 
United States the reduction Is two 
cents a bushel between Buffalo and 
New York. 

The reduction makes the rate on 
wheat to Montreal from Bay ports 6.6 
cents Instead of 8.6 cents. The rate 
between Buffalo and New York on the 
same commodity Is reduced by the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission from 
9.1 cents to 7.1 cents. 

ORDER MADE 

An order of the Railway Commission 
putting the reduced rates Into effect 
was signed yesterday afternoon by 
Hon. H. A. McKeown. chairman, and 
Assistant Chief Commissioner 8. J. 
McLean. The order reads:

Education was discussed by Dean 
C. S. Quainton in a humorous ad¬ 
dress this afternoon before the 
Kiwanis Club at the Empress Hotel. 

He protested against Ideas that 
joung girls could be "finished" at 
special schools, and also mildly 
criticized ideas that education was 
chiefly designed to advance the 
business prospects of the student. 

As a contrast he told of the small 
collection of well thumbed and 
marked books by great writers, 
which had been the companions 
of an elderly farmer. 

"Which represents true education?” 
he asked. 

Travel was an experience of little 
value unless related to study. The 
Dean told of visitors to Florence, whose 
remembrance centred on "duck and 
green peas." 

Quoting with approval John Bright’s 
epigram. "There Is only one objection 
I have to the self-made man, he wor¬ 
ships his maker." he remarked. 

“Other things being equal the uni¬ 
versity-trained man Is likely to be 
more efficient In business than the 
man without that training." 

The clever advertiser educated pros- ! 
pects to realize the value of the goods 
he would sell. "When you want to sell 
cigarettes or bring about prohibition, 
you must educate people to It," he 
rala. 

POINT OF MEW 

Scornful of propaganda, Dean Qu&ln- 
ton said, "When your side of the case 
Is put forward, that is ’education,’ 
when the other side Is advanced, that 
Is propaganda.’ *’ He objected to hav¬ 
ing education thrust upon him. and 
suggested that he would uphold his 
independence by buying unadvertlsed 
brands of soap and such products. 

"Men are apt to be dominated by 
slogans such as "Boost Victoria." If you 
dare to disagree with a slogan, It Is 
almost as bad as being a Bolshevist," 
he commented, pointing out that those 
refusing to accept the slogans of the 
day were 'rank outsiders.' 

"Propaganda by slogan Is no educa¬ 
tion at all, as the mere propagandist 
Is a psychological bully," he said. "We
